We  take  it  for  granted,  that  this  ptissage  is  metaphori¬ 
cal.  For  nobody,  so  far  as  we  have  learned,  supposes 
the  real  meaning  m  be  what  the  words  literally  express, 
namely,  that  we  should  extract,  or  amputate,  oiic  of  mir 
members,  in  certain  cases,  lest  it  should  be  the  means  of 
destroying  our  whole  body.

'port  ofhis  langiiaze  when  taken  literallv.  He  uses  this 
well-known  example  of  a  most  painful  sacrifice  for  the 
preservation  of  corporeal  life,  only  that  he  may  the  more 
strongly  enforce  a  corresponding  solicitude  to  preserve 
the  moral  life  of  the  soul.  This,  wc  suppose,  all  will  ad¬ 
mit  to  have  been  Iiis  object. 

And  if  so,  it  uaiurally  follows,  that  those  prominent 
particulars,  in  the  passage,  which  literally  relate  to  the 
body,  are  to  be  understood  a.s  figures,  and  interpreted 
accordingly  ;  the  right  eye  or  hand,  the  plucking  of  it  nut 
or  cutting  it  off,  the  perisliing  of  one  member  of  the  body, 
and  the  casting  of  the  whole  body  into  Gehenna,  or  the 
valley  of  Hitinom,  (iran.slated,  in  our  common  ver.sion. 
hdl,) — all  are  metaphorical,  meaning  something  else,  of

Now 
this,  to  say  the  least  of  it,  is  a  otixing  up  of  literal  with 
figurative  exposition;  a  practice  which  is  indeed,  some¬ 
times  necessary,  but  which  ought  carefully  to  be  avoided, 
whenever  tin:  strtictiire  of  the  text  will  allow  us  to  carry 
nut  one  or  the  other  mode  of  expinuation,  unuiterrnpt- 1 
ed,  to  the  end.  Now,  there  is,  evidently,  no  necessity, 
here,  for  a  departure  from  con.«isteucy.  It  is  f.ir  more 
important,  however,  to  observe,  that  thc.se  interpreters 
take  Gehenna,  here,  to  be  the  direct  and  proper  name 
of  a  Inture  state  of  torment,  like  our  word  hell,  in  the 
popular  religious,  language  of  our  day.  .And  some  of 
them  assert  that,  in  Christ’s  time,  it  had  hrst  its  original 
signification  of  the  tnllrynf  Hiimum,  and  become  appro¬ 
priated  to  e.xpress  the  abode  of  the  damned  herealter. — 
Oil  this  alleged  appinpriatioii,  they  found  the  necessity 
for  abandoning  the  metaphor,  in  the  last  mentioned  par- 
liciilnr,  and  for  resorting  to  a  literal  inierpretaiion  of  the 
concluding  clause. 

Now,  this  position  is  unquestionably  an  error.  With

It  had  been  said,  “  Thou  shall  not  com- 
mil  adultery  ;”  and  here,  neain,  the  rigbieousnessofilia 
Pharisees  stopped,  with  respect  to  this  sin.  But  tha 
Gospel  went  further :  Christ  said.  "  that  whosoever  look, 
eili  on  a  woiiriii  to  lust  after  her.  bath  conimiited  adak 
lerv  with  her  already  in  bis  heart.”  He  condemned  tha 
wicked  passion  in  the  heart,  just  ns  be  bad  done  in  iht 
case  of  anger,  witli  ns  iniinh  severity  as  others  thnwed 
to  the  overt  act.

And,  ae* 
corilingly,  they  explain  the  plucking  out  of  the  right  eye, 
and  the  culling  off  of  the  right  hand,  to  mean  that  we 
innst  deny  ourselves  our  dearest,  most  pleasing,  ams,  if 
they  lead  us  astiay.  'I’liis,  however,  is  alisiird.— as  if 
we  might  have  favorite  sins  which  do  not  cnriupt  iii, 
and,  in  liial  case,  might  retain  them;  hiit  if  they  should 
operate  injuriously,  then  we  must  put  them  away.'  Tha 
very  character  of  the  figure  presupposes  that  something 
valuable  in  itself,  is  intended,  iisilie  subject  of  the  saerh 
fiee.  ’I'lits  idea,  indeed,  is  what  gives  force  In  the  meta¬ 
phor.
